In 1880 the government sold 9,166,918 acres
of land, of which amount 996,815, or 10:9

per cent, were located in the Southern States
named above. - In 11W1 sales
were 10,759,107 acres, of which 1,517,136, or
14.1 per cent., were Southern lands, and it
the year ending June 30, 1882, the govern meat
sales reached 15,699,849 acres.and in the Sou ih
the sales had increased to 2,355,764, or fif-

teen per cent, of the whole. In other words,
the total sales have not doubled since 1879,
while in the South they have increased al
most sixfold.

THE BEMsTBATIOS 1st UTaU.t
The Salt Lake Tribune states that nearly

all the returns of the registration of voters
under the Edmunds law commissioners are
received, and tbey indicate an entire voting
fores for the Territory of 33,000 to 34,000 per-eju- s.

Tbe Tribune adds thai "there" is no
reason to doubt that the registration was
(airly conducted, nor that all who wished to
register were afforded full opportunity to do
so." Mormon papers that had made charges
of unfairness, afterward, in several instances,
withdrew them. The returns show a registry
of 32,451 persons out of a population ef
143,963, which is more than one voter, to
every fonr and a half persons. As the women
vote in Utah as well as the men, "the regis
try," ssys the Tribune, "might easily havs
been double what it is but for disfranchise
meats. Aa the registry might, countiug
everybody, polygamisti and all, easily
jssch 65,000 to 70,000, it wU be

aeeji that the polysamists disfranchised
must be in the neighborhood
25,000, or possibly 30,000." The loss
these voters must be extremely mortifying
to the Mormons, but the disfranchised
consist of unconvicted criminals, men snd
women living in habitual transgression of
law. Judge A. B. Carlton, one of the com
tnissioners, has published an interesting coin
munication upon thesubjectof the Mormons,
who, be says, present "the hardest conundrum
I ever had put to me. They are
puzxle than tbe Eleusinlan mysteries." Me
found that they are not all foola or knaves,
while many are intelligent and well edu
cated, but the common herd are bonesl and
etupid fanatics, and many are "cranks.'

TIIJE BRITISH
The speed with which Egypt was con-

quered has made a great change in the por-
tion of Gladstone's government in England.
When the trouble in the land of the Pha-
raohs first broke oat the government was
rapid! losing strength; The continued agi-

tation ia Ireland, and the rabid, malignant
opposition of the Tory party, appeared like-
ly to be fatal to it. Victory for the English
arms has changed all . that. Gladstone is
stronger than ever, and hiss ministry has
taken new lease on its political life. This
is a bitter pill to the Tories, for they regard
Gladstone as a man who ia removing the old
landmarks of property, and as an invader of
the rights of land-owner- s, and aa one who ia

s.riking down the foundations upon whic
the institutions of aristocratic newer and
privilege. repoe. Ireland is aasiiniinr
quieter attitude, the people there are finding
Gladstone's land law a tower of strength
protecting them against tin oppression
rrasping landlords, and they are plscin

their reliance on the Land Court, which

the new law has instituted, rather
then on the agitatioo of Parnell
Land League, or the horrors ol mob law and

inexcusable assassinations. As tbe law re-

sumes its empire, as rents are legally brought

down to just lisaita, as security reigns where
disorder was. lately triumphant, Ireland
tends more and more toward a repose that is
heartilv welcomed after the dark horrors
that have brooded over every mansion and

every cottage, slopped the flow of trade, and

increased the miseries ot poverty. All tb
tends to strengthen tbe position of the Brit
ish minister, who can new torn his attention
to the wants of the people of Great Britain.
These wanta are likelv to prove of a serious
description. The English, the Scotch, snd

the WelRh tenants have their grievances
well ss those of the Irish. They know also
what it is to suffer from the selfish extor
tions and insolent humiliations inflicted by
nnjuat landlords. The results of entail, of
primogeniture, of the obstructions to the
sale and purchase - of land affect them
deeply, especially now American competition
in grain and meat is making inroads upon

their profits. But all those remnants
feudalism are the very rocks on whose
might tbe institutions that give power and
rank to lords, and dukes, and marquises rest
for existence and safety. Bnt Gladstone has
given proof that when an oppressed class of
people look to him for redress, and an over-

bearing aristocracy appeal to him to con
surve their privileges sod to insure to them
the riebt by which thev oppress, that the
just claims of the people will receive his at
tention and be the subject of his efforts,

whatever anay become of rights that are used
to inflict wrong', and of privileges that vio
late the demands of justice. The lovers c

liberty everywhere will rejoice that thepn
ent English ministry now stand independent
of Tory aristocratic dominations. t

Puts a Sew Face Upon the Xormoa Mu-
tter, and Shows That FaaaticUm U

Tbe reat Principle of Loeal Self-Go-v

ernment and is Using Every Arb-
itrary Meats to Destroy It.

Philadelphia, October 5. The Press
publishes the following interview with Jere
Black on Mormon matters. The correspond
ent savs:

I found bim, ss usual, surrounded with
visitors and friends of bin family, enjoying
the comforts and beauties of Brockie with a
keen delight.

"I have called," said I, "to ask for the
tros"

"Yes," said Judge slack; "1 know you
very weft; 1 have seen yoo belore."

"Judge," I replied, "I have no right to
interrogate you about your private or pro
fessional affairs, but this Utah matter in
which you are engaged, and your views
upon it, cannot be and ought not to be
secret from the public."

To this be assented in a somewhat
way, but seemed disinclined lo converse

upon tbe subject, lie got excited, however,
when 1 stiowed him some recent dispatch
and newspaper paragraphs in relation to
tbe situation in Utah. He said that they
were full of falsehoods and ignorant con-
jectures. " When in the course of tbe conver
sation I asked him if be thought Ihe Ed
munds law strains! polygamy void, he said:

"I do not say that the Edmunds Isw is
unconstitutional, because it defines and pun-
ishes polygamy as a crime. Tbe Mormons
think polygamy aHewed by divine authority,
and believe it in some cases to be required as
a religious duty, but if tbe civil government
be of opinion that it is injurious to society,
the conflict must be decided by the authorities
of tbe State, not by tbe decrees of Church.
Congress and the Supreme Court have deter
mined it. Tbe Edmunds bill punishes it as
a civil onense by a heavy bne and long im-
prisonment in the penitentiary, and super-
sdds to that the lufamous and degrading
penalty ot dutlrancbisemen', total incapacity
to vote or hold office under the Territorial
government in Utah, or under tbe United
States anywhere. Yon may call that cruel
if you please. No one, I think, will deny
that there is some ground of complaint
against it on that score. But that, does not
affect the validity of the law. Congress hav
ing jurisdiction over them, can punish the
onense by hanging or shooting the delin
quent, just as certain as it can hne sixpence
apiece. Heavy as is the hand that is laid
upon tbem, they must submit until it is
lifted."

THE REAL TROUBLE IN UTAH.
"Then-you- r appeal will be to Congress for

a mitigation of the law.'"
' "No such thing," said Judge Black. "If
we could show that this law is unjust, even
savage, in its character, it would be mere
folly lo do sa with the expectation of moving
Congress to pity. Ibal illustrious body,
backed by the political piety ot the country,
would be more likely to increase the punish
ment than to diminish it; and migbl hod
polvgamista condemned to be shot or stran
gled instead of the civil death which they
must suffer under tbe present taw. Ao, I
will have nothing to do with an appeal for
mere mercy: It is no use. I might ss well
argue constitutional law with Grant, or
quote Scrip: ure to Ing?rsoll."

"Then how, or in what manner, will you
oppose the law and save the Mormons from
its operations?"

Judge Black I won't oppose the law at
all, and I do not expect or desire to save the
Mormons from its operations."

"That being tbe state of the case, I do not
see where tbe trouble is."

Judee Black I will tell you. Commis
sioners under tbe Edmunds law were ap
pointed by the President to go into the Ter
ritory, lake charge of the elections aud act
as a returning board. All etiction and all
registering officers were removed by the set
of Congress, with a proviso that their places
should be tilled by appointees of tbe com
missioners, five gentlemen ot very good
character accepted tbe appointments, took
the oath of office and drew ihe pay. But
they did not go to the Territory or make any
appointments until it was too late to hold tbe
annual election for Territorial officers, fixed
by law for the first Monday in August, and
so that election Jell through. It was a shame
ful dereliction of duty, and might have had
serious consequences except for the wise pro
visions ot the faw, which declared tbal ali
officers should bold their places nntil their
successors were duly elected and qualified.
For this reason tbe default of tbe commis
sioners did not produce any dislocation in the
machinery of the .territorial government.
Jhe local affairs ot the people fasve contin
ued to be conducted by agents and officers
of their own choice, unless a revolution has
taken place since my last advices. Bui
election is to lake place in November for
delegate to Congress, aud the commissioners
are making tbeir preparations to exefude
large classes of legal voters from tbe polls,
whereby it may happen that a small and
dishonest faction (less than of
the whole popu ationl will send a delegat
to misrepresent the people and do all be can
to injure, destroy and slander them. Those
commissioners have ot their own motion,
without authority of any law, and in tbe
teeth of the constitution, established an in
quisiiion into the life of every man and every
woman for twenty years back, and devised a
test oath to try them. All who decline to
swear that tbey nave not married or co
habited with more than one woman at any
lime in tbe course of the last twenty yesrs are
Dronounced eruilty of polygamy, and forth
with punished for the crime by disfranchise
ment.

THE CORRUPTION OE THE LAW.

"Does the Edmunds act direct this?"
Judee Black No, there is nothing like

it in the act of Congress not a word that
looks in that direction. It simply ssys that
nersnna euiltv of tbe crime there defined
shall not bs permitted to vote or bold office,
which means no more nor ies man inie:
that any person guilty of that crime alter the
date of tbe act shall, on legal conviction,
suffer the penalty of disfranchisement in ad
dilion to imprisonment and fine. To sup-
pose that more waa meant is to impute a
willful, deliberate aud corrupt violation of
the constitution, which is the worst kind of
perjury that moatai man can lay upon nis
soul. It is a welfsellled rule of interpreta-
tion that no such imputation shall ever be
made against the legislative department, un
less the evil intent Is expressed so plainly
that no other construction is possible.
Neither the Congress nor any other power
n this country can disfranchise citizens by

legislative decree any more than it can order
tbem to be killed, ana congress uia not try
to do it. This infamous legislation is the
work of the commissioners themselves.

You sskwby it is lnlamotis.' that ques
tion can ne easily answereu. ins reasons
are innumerable. Here in brief are some of
them: It is a bill of pains and penalties;
second, it is punishment without trial; third,
it assumes that all men are guilty whore--
fuse to clear themselves by an expurgatory
oath, reversing Ihe rules ol evidence which
lie at the foundation of civil liberty; fourth,
it is ex poU facto in its operation, goiog back
nearly a whole generation to disfranchise
people for offenses supposed lo have b?eo
committed long before there was any law to
inflict that penalty upon tbem by denying
these principles. 'No man should be bound
to testify against himself.' Yon cannot put
his conscience on the rack any more than
you can break h.s body on the wheel to ex-

tort a confession. All test oaths for puni
tive purposes or to deprive men ot their civil
rights are odious, and forbidden by every
constitution and by all charters ot liberty
in every free country."

"Does not your prejudice against things of
this kind pardon me, 1 will put tbe ques-
tion in a more complimentary form. Does
not vonr love of equal justice to all men
cause too to make your condemnation loo

"strong?"
Judge fciack ao, it is so written in me

constitution, and tbe bupreme iouri oi ine
I oiled Stales in toe test oatn cases (tin
Wallace) solemnly .affirmed every proposi
tion I contend lor. bo did the supreme
Court of Penniylvania in Hober ts. Reilley
(3. P. F. Smith). No American court ot
respectable authority ever disgraced itself
by denying tbese principles.

"To see tbe iniquity of the C3mmIsdioners'
rale look how it would work in other cases.
In some places, where the Uoiud Slates have
exclusive jurisdiction, negro concubinage
prevails to a frightful extent. lour politi
cal metropolis swarms with hybrids, of
whom hardly One in a thousand ia the off-

spring of a'lefal marriage-- . It might be
proper enough lo punish this bea-rtt- de-

moralization and pernicious crime with dis-

franchisement But could yon deprive a
man of his right to vote or hold office nnless
he swears' that he has hsd no criminal
relations with a negress for a quarter of a
century t

A DEFENSE ON THE BLDE OF HUMANITY- -

"If the Prohibitionists should get a law to
disfranchise all who make, sell or drink
strong liquor, it would be extremely nojust
aud wholly inconsistent with tbe constitution
to deprive men of their citizenship who
could not or wonld not take an oath that
thev had never been drunk or made anybody
else drunk by selling them whisky.

"Election frauds and laise returns ought
to be punished with disfranchisement. It

is the wont species of erinmi falsi, asd most
dangerous to public liberty. Polygamy,
even as paint it, is an act of
white-robe- d innocence in comparison. Bnt
would it do to punish past offenses, and
force men by a test oath lo reveal tbeir
guill? It wonld be a horrid persecution of
our great politicians, which they would not
stand at ail, to go bark npon tbem only aa
far as 1876.

''Again: There ia an offense now impu-
dently and openly practiced of taxing sal-

aries for political purposes, whereby tbe
high-place- d man uses his subordinates as
mere instruments for drawing money out of
the treasury and putting it into a fund
whirh is nsed lo manufacture public judg-
ment and corrupt elections. It l the wont
form that public theft has yet taken. It ia
forbidden by law; but the law is evaded.
Now, think of a statute to disfiaochise these
criminals and all who partake ol tbeir guilt,
and imagine a commission sweeping out
every executive officer who refuses lo
swear that he has neither done
the criminal act himself as yet, nor
got a member of Congress to do it for him.

"In truth, tfiis iniquitous rule could not
and would not be practiced, or even thought
of, against anybody except the Mormons.
Eut very many regard Mormons as beyond
the pale of constitutional protection, and
would greet any ontrsge npon them, how-
ever treacherous or illegal, with acclamations
of applause. I do not ask thai tbey be ex-
empted from panisbment for what is amiss
in their conduct. But give them a trial and
leave them in pofs-ssio- n of tbeir rights until
tbey are deprived of tbem by due process of
law. Thai is only what I would demand for
myself; for you, and for all others."

"It is generally believed that polygamous
Mormons in Utah are not numerous; that
their votes can be spared, and that the great
body ot the people who are
Mormons can still outnumber tbeir enemies
and have tbe election their own way. If that
be true, will it not all come right, notwith-
standing the rule of the commission?"

LAWS THAT ENCOURAGE VICE.

Judge Black I cannot speak with accu-
racy, but I believe that the enemies of free
government in Utah are as nearly aa possi-

ble one fifteenth of tbe population. Of the
other fourteen fifteenths something above
ten per cent, are accused truly or falsely of
polygamy. Excluding tbese last from the
polls, tbe people can still beat the inimical
faction ten lo one. But it is feared that
many others will indignantly refuse to take
be unlawful oath or let their names go upon

a registry from which their fellow-citizen- s

are unjustly stricken. Besides the anti- -
popular party is strengthening itself with I

recruits from tbe vilest dens of infamy; for
instance, the keeer of a large and notorious
house of ill-fa- and all the inmates of her
establishment are already registered, the
commissioners having modified the oath
against unlawful cobabitation, so that the
votes of them and their male customers are
received with sll the honors, while married
people are excluded, simply because they
are married according to the law of God, as
they believe if. This is not all. The com
mission is a relurnine board, and some natu
ral terror is fell lest tbe foul job be ended
by a lalse return.

"Again, 1 say, these commissioners are, or
were when appointed, men of excellent repu-
tation. Their superiors for integrity and
ability could hardly have been found in the
Union. To me it seemed a mere matter of
coursa that tbey would perform with perfect
fidelity the simple duty assigned tbem of
holding the elections according to law. I
could not anticipate that they would unite
with the enemies of the people to deprive
them of their franchises. I would as soon
have auspected tbem of joining James and
Ins eane to rob tbe express trains."

"Do you mean to say lhat others hav4 evil
designs upon the people of Utah which this
conduct of Ihe commission will promote?"

A REBELLION IN UTAH.

Judge Black Yes! there is a life and
death struggle going on between the people
wno are frying to save meir rignt oi local

and a crew of godless
wretches who sre straining every nerve to
take it from them. Lt uie explain: lbs
settlers who were there in 1847 becam organ
ized under a .territorial government which
gave them the privileges of a free community,
with a Legislature of their own to make their
local laws, and witn othoers of their own
choice to manage their local affairs. They
exercised this power with so much prudence
hat the community grew and prospered ex

ceedingly, lheir industry and lrugality
were so universal that extreme poverty be
came a thing unknown. I heir ways were
ways of pleasantness, for they did justice
ana saministerea cnarity, not only to one
another, but to all who lived among them
and the stranger within their gales, leav
ing polygamy out of the question the sta
tistics show them to be the most virtuous
and upright people lhat ever colonized
a new country on this continent.
They had great natural difficulties to over-
come. The valley of the great Salt Lake,
when they went to it, was an arid desert so
barren that Col. Burger, who knows it well.
said be would give 1(XH) for the first bushel
of wheat that could be grown there. But by
a ssfem of irrigation, admirably organized.
established bv enormius labor, and main
tained bv incessant vigilance, together with
steady and skillful cultivation, they have
made it a goodly land ot fruitful farms and
thriving towns. This great result could have
been achieved only by a free e pre
lected only by laws oi tneir own makmz. ad
ministered by officers of their own choice.
To take from them the right of focal self- -

government would be a visitation upon tbem
worse than a general conn jgrauon.

"How could a change in their government
produce ancn a disastrous enect"

Judee Black I will tell you in a moment.
But just here let me show you bow the evil
thing is threatened. The governor and other
federal officers, and a tew more who back

Mbem, have for years made no secret of their
desire to c'utch tbe territorial government
Eirly in the last session they lobbied for an
act of Congress authorizing tbem to seize it.
But they failed entirely. After tbe Edmunds
bill, and after the commission by its neglect
of duty had broken down tbe August elec-
tion, tbey got ah amendment stuck into the
appropriation bill and panted through the
time in ntter ignorance of tbe situation.
But tha, too, was an abortion, for it did not
give the much-covete- d power. Since that
lime (ouly a few daya ago) the governor bas
issued a proclamation declaring bis intention
to throw out lUo of the people's officers, snd
naming the persons whom he will put in
tbeir places. This is a grand coup de etat
which, if it succeeds, will make the who!
territorial government lbs prey of the
spoiler. He and bis assistants in tbe
iniquity will annihilate the power of
the xople lo govern themselves so sa lo
manage tbeir own affairs in auy particu
lar. Controlling tbe local magistrates, tbe
sheriffs and constables there will be ne check
upon their rapacity. Owning every assessor.
collector, treasurer snd all custodians of
public money, tbey will revel in plunder.
No man's rights or property will be secure.
and no man can safely follow any business
nut that ol lueft. lo frame excuses lor these
acts of oppression they will invade the priv
acy of families: kitchens and
will be watched by eavesdroppers and visited
by hireling spies or lying delaytors. A vul
gar despotism like that would be a measure
less calamity to any community on which it
might be imposed. To Utah it would be
fatal. She cannot alaod what South Carolina
did. No ten years of good stealing can be
found there."

THE DINGER OF NATIONAL OPPRESSION

Judge Black I can only judee of the
future by the past. I expect these persons
to act alter their kind. All men who by
force or fraud ever got possession of such
power, have abused it most atrociously, and
one set is ss bad as another. Wherever an
imperial government has sent its agents upon
an outlying province lo control it without
regard to the rights, feelings or interest of
tbe people, plunder, oppression and cruelty
have gone with them. Ireland attests this
by i00 years of suffering. Our fathers as
serted it in the Declaration of Independence,
and II yon want more recent proof, look at
the unspeakable outrages perpetrated npon
tbe South by tbe carpetbag feloos. All
thinking men know it is a maxim that the
refusal of local or home
rule, lo any State or Territory means the
denial of everything which is holiest or just.
xwsiaes ibis general principle there is a
special reason for distrusting tbese federal
ists in nab. ibe man who leads them is
the same governor who, less lhan a year ago,
solemnly certified the election of a candi- -

ate for delezate to Canares. ihoueh he
knew him to be defeated by more than four
teen to one. I venture to aay that, take it

Uogether.this is tbe most unprincipled raid
that was ever mde upon the liberties of any
people in modern times.

Can you not stay these prooedine bv
an apnea to the courts for an injunction?"

Judge Black lhat would be difficult in
tbe courts of Utah. Federal iudzes have
original jurisdiction and could give us re
lief, but might refuse. They have shown
much aoxiaty to get lor tbe governor tbe
power that he is now exercising without au-
thority, and possibly ba nsurpalion hss
been advised by them. If lhat be true they

re more likely to assist than restrain him.
We can take an appeal from any nnjust de-
cision they may make, but we could not be
heard in the bnpreme Court of the Lai ted
States for a year or two, perhaps. In the
meant1 me the .Mormons might be stripped ol

ii iney nave, wiped out clean ana driven
into the sea. We mnst have a shorter and
perhaps a sharper remedy than that. I
hope the President will immediately,
or m good time, remove tbe governor
and all other officers ia Utah who give

id and comfort in his assault upon
the people of the Territory ; and if he doe
not remove Ihe commuwiooers be will, at
least, counsel them to give the people a fair
election, and force thein to cease playing

into the hands of their enemies. I have
faith eoougii to believe that 'he administra-
tion in Washington will act conscientiously,
and with a desire lo preserve, protect and de-
fend the constitution, and see tbe laws faith-foll- y

executed. If we are diaappointed
there is nothing laR but the impeachment of
the governor and commissioners both. There
is prospect of a somewhat heavy contest.
May God stsod up for the right!

JUDGE BLACK ON THE PvLYGAMI&TS.
One thing more: "Are you not aware that

the religious people of all denominations in
this couatry and in Europe are strongly pre-
judiced against the Mvrmon doctrine of
plural marriages?"

Jadge Black I know that nearly all
Christian men and women condemn it, be-
cause they conscientiously believe it to be
inconsistent with the teachings of the New
Testament and the Gospel as preached by
the Apostles snd settled by the councils ef
the church. Their reason and knowledge
bring them to the conclusion thst polygamy
ia a feature of Asiatic manners which is
wholly onsuited to America and Western
Europe. They believe it not only a sin bnt
a great evil in its effects upon society. I do
not call that a prejudice; it is an honest con-
viction. It is an honest conviction which
reaches tbe hearts of good people through
tbeir intellects. But the citizens who feel
this sentiment most strongly are possibly
those who will be found most anxious to se-

cure the Mormons in tbeir constitutional
rights. No howl for plunder, no outcry for
blood ever comes from them. They do not
even sav, "Stand aside, I am holier than
thou." It is the infidel wbo believes
nothing, snd tbe political preacher, who has
no gospel but his maw. They would

trample down all law lo get at the
Mormons or anybody else that has goods or
chattels, lands or tenements. Do not sup
pose that I have any fault to find with hon
est people who desire to suppress polygamy
by legal and constitutional means."
